Less Pronounced Activity In Some Lines Of 


Trade—Heavy Demand For Iron and Steel. 
New York, June 3.—Eradstreet's state 


of trade says: Holiday observance and 
warmer weather have worked toward a 
small aggregate of speculative trans- 
actions and less pronounced activity in 
some lines of wholesale trade this week, 
while naturally stimulating retail busi- 
uess at most centres, a point which Is 
full of interest to most wholesalers in 
view of possible reassenting demand and 
new busines for fall account. 
Current 


bank 'clearings reflect the former in- 
fluences in considerably reduced totals 
for the week, while cheerful advices as 
to trade in May as a whole are confirmed 
by large bank returns for that month, 
second only, in fact, to the monthly to- 
tals of January and March, the latter 
holding the record in this respect. The 
favorable effect of the immense current 
Industrial activity and consumptive de- 
mand offsetting the small tonnage of 
cereals no w as compared with a year ago 
is found in the continued good Increases 
in gross railroad earnings. Net returns 
are, it is true, not quite so relatively 
favorable, but it is to ba recalled that 
comparisons now are with, specially 
good .reports a year ago. 


In industrial lines the demand for a 


strength of iron and steel are the most 
Interesting fatures. 
Heavier sales of 


the cruder forms are reported this week 
for fall delivery, and prices are higher 
all around, from 50 cents to |1~ per ton 
ott_pig iron, nearly all classes of steel, 
rails and finished products generally. 


Bather more speculative interest has 


been observable in cereals, particularly 
wheat, this week. A sharp advance oc- 
curred early on reiterated reports of 
insect damage to the winter wheat crop 
and less favorable advices from flussia 
and other countries, but a reaction oc- 
curred later on, thus pointing to the 
speculative position having temporarily 
been overbought.

orders, and the recent speculative buy- 
ing has not reduced domestic stocks ma- 
terially. 


Business failures are down to a low

1895. 
Bank clearings for the week, cov- 


ering practically the last week In May, 
and including one holiday at most cities 
and two holidays at,some, aggregate 
$1,377,994,000, a decrease of 27 percent 
from last week, but a gain of 19 percent 
over this week a year ago. 


At eastern markets money is generally 


-active at wholesale, but scarcity o-f ma- 
terial, and, in some cases, the higher 
prices demanded, are reported to have 
checked operations at Philadelphia, 
Wool is steady at Boston, holding ad- 
vances made earlier, and cotton goods 
are quiet, but strong.

NO ^POLICEMEN NEEDED. 


Only Two Thefts In Iceland In a Thousand 


Years. 


In Iceland there are no prisons, and 


the inhabitants are so honest in thoii 
habits that such defenses to property as 
locks, .bolts, and bars are not required, 
nor are there any police in the island. 
Yet its history for 1,000 years records 
no more than two thefts. Of these two 
cases one -was that of a native, who was 
detected after stealing several sheep, 
bat as he had done so to supply his fam- 
ily, who were suffering for want of 
food, when he had broken his arm, pro- 
visions were furnished to them and 
work was found for him when able to 
do it, and meanwhile he was placed un- 
der medical care, but the stigma attach- 
ed to his crime was considered sufficient 
punishment. 


The other theft was by a German, 


who stole 17 sheep. 


Bnt as he was in comfortable circum- 


stances and the robbery was malicious 
the sentence passed upon him was that 
he should sell all his property, restore 
the value of what he had stolen and 
then leave the country or be executed, 
and he left at once. But though crime 
is rare in Iceland and its inhabitants , 
are distinguished for honesty and puri- 
ty of morals there is, of course, provi- 
sion for the administration of justice, 
which consists, first of all, in the sher- 
iff's courts; next, by appeals to the 
court of three judges at Beikiavik, the 
capital, and lastly in all criminal and 
most civil cases to the supreme court at 
Copenhagen, the capital of Denmark, of 
which kingdom the island forms a part. 
The island of Panaris, one of the Lipari 
group, is equally fortunate in having 
neither prisons nor lawyers and being 
absolutely destitute of both paupers and 
criminals.—Boston Transcript.

The Big Califoraian Tells How 


It Came About 


8ATSITEE5ULTED FROM MISTAKE 


Accepted the Challenge of a Colored 


Boxer and Had a Lively Experi- 
ence—learned More About Boxing 
In the First Tcu Round* Than He 
linn la Any Ten Since. 
Jim Jeffries describes his first nght 


in the Nevy York Evening Journal as 
follows: 


My first glove fight was the result of 


a mistake. Still it served its purpose to 
get me a chance at the championship. 
I guess I have no reason for complaint. 


I was working in a boiler shop when 


the affair came up that led to my en- 
tering the ring and at that time had 
never seen a boxing glove in my life. 
There happened to drift into the town 
a big, tall negrotmmed "Hank" Griffin, 
who made a living by.going about 
small towns and getting the best local 
man to fight hini. He was pretty clever, 
stood 6 feet 3 inches, and was a fellow 
who in a big city would be considered 
a tough proposition in the ring. 


When Griffin struck the town I lived 


in, he made his bluff ns usual—that he 
was willing to fight any man in town. 
About an hour later IIP declared he 
could whip any man in town, and the 
nest day, having heard that I was in 
the habit of taking care of the bullies, 
he insisted that he could whip me. 
Some one came and told me. I quit 
work, washed up and went to see about 
it. I found him in a saloon telling what 
he coulcl to with me, I asked him if he 
really thought he could whip me. He 
looked me over and said he had never 
seen anything that he couldn't whip. 


Then I told him to peel his duds for 


I was going to thrash him. He looked 
at me, laughed and explained that he 
meant with gloves. I--couldn't see 
where the laugh came, in and started 
for him, but he wouldn't fight. He 
wanted to box, and I was so anjdons to 
whip him that I offered to box.' Then 
he said he wanted time to train and all 
that, and I stood for that delay. It oc- 
curred before a c]nb and we had a 
crowded house. My preparation had 
been work in the boiler shop, and twice 
I had on gloves with a man who knew 
about as much as I, and that was noth- 
ing. 


Well, we came into the ring and I 


started for him. I missed him a mile. 
Then I tried again, but he was never 
within reach of my swing. .Finally 
when I steadied _ down to something 
like boxing he came to me and feinted 
me all jnto a snarl. I waa covering up 
and dodging and ripping away without 
being touched or ever landing a blow. 
Then he walked in and gave me an aw- 
ful punch, straight in the nose, with 
the left hand. Of course I went after 
him to kill, but I never could get him 
fair. The blows were always blocked, 
or he would duck or get away.'. That 
first round was the biggest-eurprise 
party of my life. 


It went along for rounds before I 


could get my -wita together. I*-was get- 
ting jolted and jabbed, and although I 
was not being weakened particularly I 
was bleeding and being generally made 
to look foolish. I tried everything I 
knew, all the old tricks I had learned 
in the rough and"tumble affairs of 
former days, but none of them would 
work. Th^a I decided to learn a few of 
my opponent's tricks and work them 
on him. I guess it was about the tenth 
or eleventh round that I discovered how 
ha managed to get away from my 
straight punches. In .fact, he didn't get 
away, but slipped past them into me. 
I decided I would try this also. Of 
course I had touched hkn a few times, 
as every awkward man will 'touch a 
clever man, but my work did not 
amount to much.- He had simply bad 
one pleasant evening and jabbed me 
fair to the face pretty often. His right 
hand peppered me also, but his left was 
the one that worried most. 


Finally, in the fourteenth round, as 


he led for my face, with the left, I 
ducked a little and shot my'left into 
his body. I knew it hurt him, and I 
crowded in till he tried tha left again, 
then I slipped past it and let-tbe left 
go fair into his face. He dropped like a 
log. My left hand w,as always as good 
as my right, and I assure you I let the 
punch go. He got "np'after'. -about five 
seconds, and I jolted -him dn the jaw 
with the left. His knees b'ent a bit and 
he stumbled toward me. I knew it was 
my chance, and let the right hand go 
at the jaw. I got him on the spot, and 
ho staid down till they carried him to 
his corner. 


I was badly bruised np, but I had 


won, so it was all right. I guess I 
learned more about bo±ifig iri that first 
ten rounds than I'ever Have in any ten 
founds since.

WHEN "PARIS" STRUCK. 


Women Aboard Won the Ribbon 


For Their Nerve. 


BO SAY BETUENED PASSENGEES, 


SDTOC ExploitM of the Faiuon* Utah 


Artillery Hear Caloocan. 


Major Kicharfl W. Young of the fa- 


mous Utah Light artillery has made 
a report to the war department of the 
operations of his command near Ma- 
nila. Major Young's report gives de- 
tailed accounts of the various move- 
ments made by the component parts of 
this organization, which appears to 
have participated at an important point 
in every engagement which has taken 
place in Luzon. In his report, which 
tells the story of the operations from 
Feb. 4 to Feb. 15, Major Young, after 
describing the advance on Caloocan, 
says: 


"I am satisfied that no troops dnring 


this advance have performed more dan- 
gerous service than the detachment un- 
der Lieutenant Seaman in their perilous 
progress up the Galoocan road. Too 
much, therefore, in my judgment, can- 
not be said in praise of their intrepidity 
and efficiency." 


Major Young also mentions the work 


of two guns of the Sixth artillery, under 
Lieutenant A. S. Fleming, that were 
assigned to his division in this action. 
He says, "During the advance on Ca- 
loocan this platoon did very accurate 
and effective work under a heavy small 
aim fire from the enemy." He also 
speaks of Grant's andCritchlow's guns, 
which took part in the movements, as 
follows: 


"Extremely1 accurate work was done. 


One of the best shots of the campaign 
was at a party throwing up earthworks 
at the cemetery gate, the left side of 
the gate being destroyed at an estimated 
range of 2,600 yards hy the first shell. 
Shrapnel fire proved to be very effica- 
cious at a range of 2,000 yards, driving 
a party which advanced fearlessly from 
the right to take a flanking party un- 
dei command of Major Bell, U. S, V. 
engineers." 


A compliment is also paid to Wedg- 


wood's battery, the men of which drag- 
ged their guns on 'the night of Feb.-?4 
for three miles without assistance and, 
driving the enemy back in great num- 
bers, paved the way for the infantry 
advance. "These guns were served under 
a heavy cross fire', the cannoneers hav- 
ing little or no protection. Webb's two 
guns are described as silencing the ene- 
my's fire in "almost every instance over 
an arc of nearly 180 degrees. The two 
Nordenfeldts, under Lieutenant Gibbs, 
are said to have been handled with skill 
and efficiency. In one case the guns 
were brought down at double time on 
a 500 yard slope in the face of a heavy 
fire. This was in open view of the ene- 
my under close range, and was one of 
the boldest and most commendable acts j 
of the campaign, says Major Young.

The coolness of tho women was the 


feature of the stranding of the Ameri- 
can liner Paris on the rocks off Corn- 
wall on May 21. So, with gallant una- 
nimity," say all the men among 37 of her 
passengers who arrived at New York 
recently from Southampton on the 
steamship Kaiser Wilhelin der Grosae. 
The men—that is, a few of them—were 
the only persons aboard ship to get 
"rattled." One| in his anxiety to get 
on deck in obedience to the summons of 
a steward, appeared iu the saloon 
wiappen in a rnattressT After cruising 
around like a fat North river lighter 
without a rudder he found that tha 
women in the saloon were viewing him 
with mingled scorn and amusement, 
and he steered a course for his state- 
room, got there and came out fully 
dressed. 
Another man was unaware 


that Lie was walking about in his wife's 
nightgown and a pair of kid gloves 
which he had put on under the impres- 
sion they were life preservers. He also 
returned to his stateroom when told of 
bis condition, and came out looking 
more like the head of a family. 


Next to the nerve of the Yankee 


women, the Paris' passengers admire 
the splendid coolness and discipline of 
the officers and crew of the unlucky 
ship. Within a minute after the Paris 
struck, the stewards were pounding on 
the doors of the staterooms. They were 
not a bit escited, and with steady 
voices asked all the passengers to "put 
on warm clothea and come on deck.75 
The passengers unite in saying that 
there was no fog, but it was misty and 
somewhat murky. 


Here are some of the experiences of 


passengers: F. E. De Wolfe of Bristol, 
R. I., was awakened by the noise of the 
ship grating on the rocks. Presently a 
steward knocked at his door. He and 
his wife dressed and went on deck, 
where they found many other passen- 
gers. The stewards were serving hot 
cofEee with a calmness that reassured 
the timid and made the strong non- 
chalant. Mr. De Wolfe asked an officer: 


"Why are we not going ahead?" 
The officer answered: 
"Because we are on the bottom and 


can't." 


The boats were swung out n minute 


after Mr. De Wolfe got on deck, and 
every sailor was at his post. The dis- 
cipline was perfect. 


Miss Caroline Miller, sister of F. M. 


Baker, railroad commissioner of New 
York state, had a room on the saloon 
deck. She was awakened fcy a rum- 
bling, grating sound. 
Then the ship 


fetched up with a jolt. She heard the 
engines reversed and then the stewards 
calling, "All hands on deck!" She took 
•time to dress Iferself. She found the 
saloon full of passengers, seine of whom 
were dressed and some only partly. One 
man wore principally his wife's cloak. 


Morris Green of the firm of Ryan & 


Green of New York was awake when 
the ship smashed into the rocks. He 
said: "1 was trying to get to sleep by 
counting the throbs of the engines. 
They seemed to be running at their 
usual rate. The ship suddenly appeared 
to be lifted out of the water. Then she 
settled, and there were grating sounds 
lasting intermittently for several min- 
utes. I got np and went to the state- 
room of my friend, Samuel Pearsall, 
near mine, and awakened him. I asked 
the steward who came around what 
had happened, and he said he didn't 
know, but that I had better get up on 
deck. We hadn't been on the rocks 
more than 20 minutes when, in answer 
to the rockets sent up from the Paris, 
the life saving men of a station nearby 
fired a line toward us. The first shot 
did not pass over the ship. The second 
was a success, but we didn't need the 
line, although we held on to it. There 
was no sea on, and we had no trouble 
landing in the boats. The women were 
lowered in the boats from the shore 
side of .the ship and the men from the 
other side. There was only one kicker 
among the men. He insisted on going 
witb his wife. Other passengers made 
a futile effort to persuade him to obey 
orders. Finally he was allowed to go 
with his wife, tbus achieving the dis- 
tinction of being the only male passen- 
ger in'the women's boats. He felt sore 
about it afterward. There was talk that 
the ship's compass was demagnetized, 
and that her course was affected also 
by the peculiar currents in the neigh- 
borhood of"the Manacles." 


"The women were all cool," said 


Mr. Pearsall. 
"Maybe, that is because 


they are all Americans. I tell you, wo 
ure proud of them. As for the men— 
well, only a few of them lost their 
heads." Baron Eugene Oppenheim of 
Paris said he wanted to pay a tribute 
to the American women and to Captain 
Watkins ,and the officers and crew of 
the Paris. He never had seen anything 
like it. It was superb. Some of the 
men apparently didn't know what they 
were.doing. One man wore only his 
wife's shawl, had a stocking around his 
neck and carried two life preservers. 
He ran, around several times shouting, 
"We're sinking I" before he became 
aware of the figure he was cutting. 
Then he went bciow and dressed him- 
s e l f . , , , :

THE TAKING OF MALOLOS 


An Officer's Story of the March 


in the Filipino Capital 


BKILLU1ST VOEK OP SIGNAL OOEP8 


From Early Morning; on MnrcU 25 to 


Xooo on March 31 the I'roapn Cat 
Their Way Through the Jangle. 
IiiHUr^entu PowcrleM to Stay the 
Arti ance. 


The following letter, written from 


Malolos under date of April 15. 1899, 
was received recently at New York by 
Colonel Anios S. Kimball, assistant 
quartermaster general, from his son- 
in-law, Captain Edgar Russell of the 
United States Signal corps, who is 
serving with General MacArthur's di- 
vision near Malolos in the Philippines: 


So full of activity and work does 


every day seem filled that I can hardly 
ever pause for letter writing. We have 
been here for two weeks now, and the 
advance, which was to begin today, 
has again been postponed, owing to the 
withdrawal of the Pennsylvania regi- 
ments. They have been replaced by the 
Iowa regiment, which will come in for 
its battle 
experience. 
We entered 


Malolos with but little resistance March 
81, after a week of heavy fighting and 
marching in a beat so'terrible that it 
is a wonder'half the men were not kill- 
ed by it. Our division—MacArthur's— 
consisting of about 8,000 men, engaged 
the enemy, our right advancing and 
swinging over toward the left. I was 
with this wing and kept up with it for 
ten miles across very rough country, 
carrying a wire and keeping the gen- 
eral in constant communication with 
the rear and tbe left wing. When the 
left wing advanced, one of my lieuten- 
ants followed it. So my company was 
running two telegraph lines at the same 
time. General MacArthur was more 
than pleased and told the newspaper 
men that it was imperative to see that 
the signal corps got due credit. 


When we started from our old bead- 


quarters at Jjoma church in the early 
nio.-ning of March 25, the lines bad 
hern for over a month watching each 
other. Our preparations of two days 
must have warned the enemy that 
something was coming. 
When the 


bugles sounded "Forward!" the whole 
line, as far as one could see, stood up 
in the trenches, leaped over the parapet 
and started gayly forward. Tbe crackle 
of Mausers and Remingtons began at 
once, While the spat and whiz of bul- 
lets showed that things were coming 
our way. In a few minutes the Chinese 
litter bearers were busy bringing in 
the dead and wounded. Then the gen- 
eral and staff and our field telegraph 
moved forward. 


Our men carried the Filipino trenches 


with a rush, yelling in good, hearty 
Anglo-Saxon fashion, and we were soon 
"over them, looking at the fearful wreck 
and ruin war leaves behind. A half 
dozen dead and dying Filipinos lay 
right by our path over -the trenches, 
two lying on their backs, with blood 
gushing from their mouths and nostrils 
in their 'last agonies, and the others 
groaning and calling for water. Soon 
columns of smoke arising everywhere 
marked'the progress of our troops after 
the flying foe, for when the Filipinos 
themselves do not burn their houses 
and villges—as they are bidden to do 
by General in Chief Luna—the sharp- 
shooters bidden in the houses soon bring 
an avenging torch from the Americans. 


All day long the line toiled forward 


through swamp and hill and jungle, 
every now and then baiting to pay re- 
spects to the fpe hidden behind the 
earthworks they had thrown up every- 
where. At sunset we reached a stream 
with steep banks where there was a 
ford, and here the enemy was strongly 
intrenched. The Fourth United States 
cavalry made a'moat heroic attack on 
tbe front, assisted by the artillery, and 
carried it in gallant style. We spent 
the night in the enemy's trenches.

in our ears and nothing to eat all day; 
for our wagon train got "hung up" at 
a river in our rear. I slept in a stack of 
rice straw that,night'at Guigninto, 
supperless, hut with the refreshment 
which the dreamless sleep of exhaustion i 
gives. There is another picture which 
memory ever brings up-—the sad pro- 
cession of litters bearing the wounded j 
down the railroad. The dead were left | 
lying by the track awaiting the train— | 
for in those dull and staring eyes was 1 
the patience of eternity. 
Only the 


wounded were rushed to the rear to 
dressing stations where life might be 
saved. 


Thursday only a small advance waa 


made, little resistance being met. Onr 
office that night was in a but by the 
side of a track, and the rats and lizards 
and cockroaches made it merry for us. 
By the way, you never saw a Philippine 
cockroach—all others are feeble and 
microscopic imitations. Next morning 
early we started for our final dash for 
Malolos, now only three miles away. 
Much to our surprise, little resistance 
was encountered, and by llr o'clock 
huge volumes of smoke rolled up, the 
signal of Filipino despair and' flight. 
We pushed our lines in almost with the 
troops and our message announcing the 
fall of the Filipino capital was probably 
on the bulletin boards of the United 
States before an American officer was 
established in the Filipino congress 
ball. 


They had burned the president's 


palace, which was said to have been 
very richly furnished. The town was 
comp5e#ely abandoned except by the 
enterprising Chinese, who had shrewd- 
ly raised Chinese flags over many houses 
which, it is certain, were- not theirs. 
They are the "natural born looters," 
and the risks they take in keeping with 
tbe army would be heroic in a nobler 
cause. The sight of so much abandoned 
property is sometimes irresistible to our 
men, and it is really absurd to see some 
of the heavy furniture which the troops 
carry off and which must be abandoned 
again. 


When tbe Third artillery took charge 


of provost duties, indiscriminate loot- 
ing stopped short, and all Chinamen 
were picked up promptly and put to 
work cleaning the streets—more of a 
shock to the sensibilities of the town

side and drew them up tbe other. My 
little wagon train was the only one 
that got across that night, and I had to 
feed pretty nearly everybody out of my 
stock of rations., Next day Wheaton's 
advancing left wing had driven the 
enemy from our front, so we marched 
rapidly to maka a junction with him. 
That afternoon we reached him at the 
railroad, where my young lieutenant 
had followed him with a wire. So, fol- 
lowing my long stretch of telegraph 
(insulated) wire on 'the 'ground, I fol- 
lowed up the railroad line with my 
combined forces. The enemy bad torn 
down'muoh of the line. So it was lively 
work to keep np with the advancing 
army. 


Two sharp engagements Sunday aft- 


ernoon, in Which our loss was 50, 
showed us what was cut out for m. 
Two towns, Polo and Obando, were 
burned by the defeated enemy. Next 
morning we moved forward to Marilao. 
Here there are a large river .and a rail- 
road and wagon bridge. This waa stub- 
bornly contested, lint the valor of tbe 
Third artillery and the Kansas troops 
again overcame tremendous odds.Jand 
the bridges and the town were ours. 
The enemy partially destroyed the atone 
wagon bridge, but the heavy iron rail- 
road bridge was too much for them. 
They apparently have no dynamite cr 
this would be another story. The troops 
were so exhausted that it took a day's 
rest to get them ready for another ad- 
vance. So at peep o' day Wednesday 
morning my wagon train moved along 
the wagon road, while a push car we 
had stolen carried our wires, tools and 
other implement^ up the track, or 
rather what was left of the track, for 
the Filipinos had torn it up in many 
places. By this time there was no difj 
ference in the appearance or duties of 
the officer* and men. All were dirty, 


sweaty and upkempt. We of tbe signal 
corps pushed tbe car, carried ladders, 
tigged wires and poles and rushed to 
"cut in" an office when tbe general 
wished communication ppened. 


And how hot and thirsty we were I 


Canteens were made for temperate cli- 
mates. Qnrs would be emptied in an 
hour, and, as men must $rink, we 
drank ditcb water. But few men were 
made sick by it, more/s the wonder. 
The telegraph line was nearly all down

Filipino to American control. Since we 
have been here it is the policy to con- 
ciliate the natives and induce them to 
come back into the deserted country in 
our rear, which once had a teeming 
population. It may be a wise move ul- 
timately, but has cost dearly so far, as 
they have sneaked in and attacked our 
rear twice, nearly succeeding in cut- 
ting our communications on the rail- 
road and quite succeeding in tearing 
down four of my 20 miles of telegraph 
line. Several knife (bolo) assassinations 
of soldiers who were off alone have oc- 
curred also, proof that many besides 
friendly natives have come back. 


Everything indicates that the Fili- 


pino army is badly disorganized. Every 
native with a Mauser, however, j^oa- 
pable of doing much barm. The end is 
yet a long way off and must remain so 
until the Tagalo element is so badly 
whipped that the dullest natives will 
no longer believe the gigantic but in- 
genious lies by which their leaders have 


vheld them in fear and hatred of the 
Americans. The average Manila native 
who thinks at all concedes the hopeless- 
ness of contending with tbat faraway 
wonderful nation that lands one great 
ship after another in apparently endless 
procession, loaded with hearty men, 
well equipped and well fed. 


Manila is pretty well whipped, I be-' 


lieve. The volunteers are largely dis- 
cussing their return home, which must 
soon follow the peace proclamation. 
Really there are worse places to live in 
the United States than Manila. It must 
be confessed, however, that Malolos has 
its drawbacks. We are quartered in the 
house of the Filipino secretary of war, 
and I am writing at his desk and using 
his pen and ink and paper provided by 
the Malolos government. They left 
$47,000' in a safe in General Mac 
Arthur's headquarters. Really they f! 
not act as badly aa they might ha 
done. By the time this reaches yon v 
will have moved forward to Calumpu 
at least.—New York Son.

al home for disabled volunteer soldiers; 
"The records published show that, of 
the 19,000 disabled volunteers constantly 
present during the past year, the aver- 
age daily number of sick was 2,010 in 
hospital, 883 in convalescent quarters 
and 471 at sick call. They are said to 
receive proper care and attention from 
an excellent corps of surgeons and 
nurses. In the hosptals, trained female 
nurses haver been substituted for the 
veterans to whom used to be delegated 
the charge of their sick brethren. What 
these homes lack as yet is a central 
medical authority, who should either

sistant to itsi president, 
and who 


should supervise the medical adminis- 
tration, especially as regards the pur- 
chase and distribution of medical sup- 
plies. The mortality during the last 
year was 50.9 per 1,000. a proportion 
which speaks well for the medical ad- 
ministration, as, with the advancing 
age of the veterans of the civil war, a 
higher death-rate from year to- year 
was to be looked for. The general con- 
dition and police- administration of the 
grounds and buildings is pronounced by 
the inspector exceptionally good, and 
evidently an effort is made on the part 
of the'local officers to make and keep 
them attractive."

very vividly in "With, Lawton ait El 
Caney." by Frank Norris, author of

The air was 
full of smells—the smell of stale pow- 
der, of'smoke, of a horse's carcass lv.o 
days unburied, of shattered lime and 
plaster in the blockhouse, and the 
strange, acrid salty emell of blood."

respects, humiliating though it was,

In the June number of the "North, 


American Review" there is a very in- 
eresting exposition by S. N. D. North 
if the work of the industrial commis- 
ion, appointed under the authority of 
ongress, and of which Mr. North is 
3ne of the members. Of one very im- 
portant feature of this work Mr. North 
vrites as follows: "I do not wish to 
>e understood as being over-sanguine 
£ the results that are likely to follow 
he work of the commission in the field 
if uniform labor legislation among the 
itates. That the work it lias been set 
o do in this field is necessary and im- 
portant cannot be intelligently ques- 
ioned. .But the obstacles that oppose 
any immediate results, except of an 
educational character are formidable 
almost beyond the point of ejcaggera- 
ion. 
Foremost among them may be 


itated the essentially different civili- 
zation which prevail in the United 
States. The conditions of life and of 
abor are not the same in Massachu- 
etts and in. South Carolina, and cannot 
>e made the same by any laws which 
luman ingenuity can devise. The one 
state has carried her factory laws to 
an extreme which leads her capitalists 
o cry out that they are being smother- 
ed to death under restrictive legisla- 
tion; the statute books of the other 
commonwealth are practically 
free 


torn all such laws. The difference is 
due to scores of causes operating diver- 
gently through a century, and it may 
>e that another century will pass be- 
ore co-equal conditions assert them- 
selves. A single potent cause largely 
controls the economic conditions of 
he problem as between, the two com- 
munities. In one state the factory win- 
dows are open the year round; in the 
other artificial heat must regulate the 
temperature of the mill more than half 
the time. The influence of climate ex- 
tends to the quality and ^quantity of 
tood the operatives must eat, to the 
clothing they must wear, and thus "to 
the wages they must earn. It .even 
affects the age of puberty, and creates 
a different standard for the age limit 
n child labor. It would be absurd to 
say that one Procrustean system of 
labor legislation is or can be equally 
applicable, in all its details, to the 
northern and the semi-tropical com- 
munities. Moreover, it is plain that the 
valid argument against uniformity 
which climatic condition present, will 
be effectively utilized to resist legal 
enactments looking toward uniformity, 
from selfish considerations of a local 
character. So long as freedom from 
restrictive legislation, coupled with 
certain' 
other advantages, tempts 


Northern capital into South Carolina, 
for investment in cotton manufacture, 
there is an influence at work more po- 
tent than the pressure of public opinion 
from other parts of the union. So long 
as localities can successfully tempt 
manufacturing 
establishments 
into 


their midst, by offering- bounties in the 
form of exemption from taxation, they 
are likely to continue to extend these 
bribes, however desirable they may 
admit it to be, as an abstract propfc- 
sition, that taxation shall bo uniform 
throughout the United States,-, When 


we take cognizance of the differences 
in taxation which exist today between 
nearby states and localities, and their 
causes, we best understand the hope- 
lessness of any movement which alms 
at establishing exact equality of con- 
dition in this country."

MUTUAL CHURCH FIRE INSURANCE 


May Be a Result of Bishop Beaven's 


Policy for Catholic Churches. 


The subject of the insurance of church 


property is still a vexed one among the 
insurance men of this section, as a re- 
sult of Bishop Beaven's'action in regard 
to insurance on the Catholic churches 
of -the diocese. The Worcester board 
some tme ago expressed a wish that 
the Springfield board should take action 
against 
C. E. Stickney, the 
agent 


through whom the insurance is now 
placed, slmilur to that taken'in Worces- 
ter, where the insurace board refused 
if> 
write . insurance l£r 
Stickney's 


agency. The Springfield insurance men 
indicate that they will do nothing of 
the kind. They say, first, that the ac- 
tion of the Worcester people will be in- 
effective, because Mr. Stickney can, 
through the Royal insurance company 
and companies with which he reinsures, 
write all the Catholic church property 
in this diocese. 


Some of the insurance men criticise 


the Royal insurance company, and they 
say the only way to stop this "over- 
head writing" in church property would 
bo for the agents of this diocese to get 
together- and agree to turn away all 
the business possible from tho Royal 
company, unless the latter should stop 
the practice ft "overhead writing" on 
church property. This would be a rad- 
ical step, and while it is sometime dis- 
cussed the agents in this section 
hesitate about fighting so powerful a 
company as the Royal. 


It is suggested that the eventual re- 


sult of all this controversy will be the 
establishment some time of a mutual 
insurance company for church property 
only. Churches are fhe best risks, and 
some claim that such a company would 
have few- losses and could insure at a 
low rate. The Catholic church could do 
this better than the Protestant church- 
es on account of the unity of the for- 
mer and its strong central authority, 
which would go far toward carrying 
through such a business Scheme if un- 
dertaken. 


Catholic churches arc sought by in- 


surance men more than 
Protestant 


churches, largely because they 'a.re more 
frequently open. Country Protestant 
churches are called a bad risk, because 
they are closed a large part of the week, 
and often left with fires burning. But 
the agents are skeptical about the pos- 
sibility that even the Catholic church 
could carry on successfully a mutual 
insurance company. They say that the 
plan of mutual insurance for a single 
class of property has been tiied many 
times and has failed.

WHALE'HUNTING. 


fcirst American Whaler Was Accused of 


Sorcery—Valuable Catches. 


The whale fisheries pursued for many 


years with great profit to thj whalers of 
Massachusetts and Long Island are now 
but a shadow of their former proportions. 
Forty years ago nearly 600 whaling ves- 
sels sailed from New Bedford, Mass., 
end returned with oil and •whalebone 
•worth nearly $7,000,00<fc 
Whale oil 


then sold for §2.75 a gallon and,whale- 
bone was worth $6 a pound. Now that 
the whaling grounds have been denuded 
of their riches, the docks of New Bed- 
ford are almost deserted of whalers, for 
few fishermen are hardy enough to ven- 
ture into antarctic waters, wher* the 
remnants" of formerly vast schools of 
whales fled for security. 


The whaling industry is one of the 


oldest iu America. It was established 
in 1755. It reached its most profitable 
period 95 years later. Since 1860 it has- 
been decreasing in importance and profit 
Today it adds very little to the wealth 
of New Bedford. 


A writer in The Fishing Gazette says: 


"One William Hamilton was the first 
person who killed whales on the New 
England coast. He was born in Scotland 
in 1643 and, coming to this country in 
the early part of his life, took up his 
residence at Cape Cod, where he was 
persecuted by the inhabitants for killing 
•whales as one who dealt with evil spir- 
its 
Whaling was afterward earned on 


, by a Mr- Paddock, who went to Nan- 
* tucket about the middle of 1680 for the 


purpose of instructing the English in 
the art of whaling in boats from the 
shore, which business continued good 
and profitable till the year 1760, when 
it diminished in consequence of the 
jcarcity of whales. In 1718 whales were 
pursued on the ocean in small sloops 
and schooners of from 80 to 50 tons. 
The blubber was brought home and 
tried or boiled in try houses. A few 
years later vessels of larger burden were 
employed and the oil boiled ont in try 
works at sea. 


"The most valuable eaten ever made 


by a whaleship was that of the Onward, 
Captain Allen, which arrived in New 
Bedford after a 41 months' crnise with 
ft cargo worth over $275,000, of which 
the captain's share was $33,000. The 
total value of the whole product of the 
whales brought into New Bedford dur- 
ing the 52 years for which a record has 
been kept is more than $145,000,000 


"The average ship, carrying a crew 


ef 30 hands, used to cost about $35,000. 
The ships were owned by companies, 
which supplied provisions and clothing 
and all the necessaries of the voyage 
and advanced certain sums of money for 
tne captain and his crew to leave for 
the support of their families while they 
were away. No wages were paid to 
either the officers or the sailors, but 
each had his-share in tho proceeds of 
the voyage, and the balance was divided 
among the stockholders when they r-j 
turned. The captains and mates were 
hardy New Englanders, but the crews 
were mostly Portuguese frcm the C 
ry, Madeira and Azore islands."

MAKING READY FOR A-RUN. 


A. locomotive Is Almost as Carefully 


Groomed as a Race Horse. 


"Running the Fast Express" is the 


title of au article by George Ethelbert 
Walsh in 8t. Nicholas. Mr. Walsh says: 


The engineer comes down to his post 


Bf duty nearly an hour before his train 
Is scheduled to leave. All night long in 
the roundhouse tfae engine bus been 
carefully watched; a wiper has spent 
the whole night rubbing down the pant- 
ing, snorting iron horse,unt;il every rod 
and cylinder shines like gold or siher; 
the banked fire has been kept going, FO 
that a little steam has been always in 
ihe boxes, and before he left at night 
the fireman put everything in perfect 
drder inside tho cab. The fireman ap- 
pears-first in the morning and inspects 
tho work of the roundhouse men, and 
if any part is not satisfactory he makes 
it FO. The engineer makes his inspection 
after the fireman and thoroughly and 
carefully examines every part. AU the 
bearings are then oiled, and the oil cups 
•TO filled with oil. Next the engine ia 


• run ont of the roundhouse and tested. 


Fifteen minutes before 'the time to start 
the engine ia conpled to the train, and 
the steam and airbrakes are tested.

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GREAT ON DOG SALMON^. 


But When It Came to Tyhee the Razor- 


back Overmatched Himself. 


Fish, catching pigs are as common 


along the Pngct sound waters as king- 
fishers are on an eastern trout stream. 
Why, I had an old razorback hog -when 
1 was out there that I'll bet could go 
out any day in any of the streams that 
tumble into Puget sound and catch more 
15 pound salmon iu 20 minutes than 
the best fisherman on the whole Jersey 
coast can kill bluftfish-in a whole day. 


I owned quite a number of sawmills 


on the sound, and although there were 
a good many crack razorback fish catch- 
ers there I stood ready any time to back 
mine with my last mill against any 
other one, bar none, that .could be 
brought on. That hog as a fisherman 
'•was simply ». wonder, and he never 
caught anything but salmon. They were 
salmon that probably yon and I woul 1 
not care to «at, for they -were a trifle 
•weak and slightly under the we'ather— 
maybe the hookbill, but-more than like- 
iy the dog salmon. And hogs are not 
the only four footed'fishers for these oat 
there either, not by a big sight. I have 
seen, within a distance of less than a 
mile along oue1 of those Puget sound 
streams, half a dozen bears, a family or 
two of wildcats, a whole colony of rac- 
coons, not a few wolves, besides a dozen 
or more razorback hogs, to say nothing 
of a score or so of eagles, all engaged in 
the sport of fishing for dog salmon. 


But, speaking of that particular razor- 


back salmon catcher of mine, he got so 
expert at landing dog salmon and hook- 
bills and humpies and similar kinds 
that he got the big head and thought 
he'd try his hand, or rather his snout, 
on a run of fresh tyhees or chinooks. 
These are the boss salmon, and the nice, 
yellow, savory chaps you get- in the cans 
they ship from out thera 
When he is 


feeling good, and that is pretty much 
all the time, you might as well take a 
fall ont of your sawm.il! as' fool with a 
tyhee. He doesn't think a thing of 
weighing 60 pounds, and he travels in 
processions "so Dig'that along-in June, 
when be is going up the streams to the 
spawning beds, you can almost \valk 
across a stream on the backs 


That hog of mine got it into his head 


that he was cut out for better things 
than yanking weak and tired dog salm- 
on out of water and that tyhee were 
about his size. I saw him making hia 
way one day very leisurely to a stream 
that ran toward the sound just back of 
my mill, and I thought it was a*little 
queer, tor there wasn't much in Ms for- 
aging line in that direction. I was busy, 
though, and paid no attention to the 
matter 
A minute ortwo later I beard 


the hog give a loud squeal of distress, 
and, looking in that direction, I saw 
him in the water, struggling to get 
away from something that had hold of 
him. 1 ran to give him some help and 
got there just in time to see the razor- 
back jerked head first under the water 
and disappear beneath the 'surface like a 
stone.

CONCERNING BEANS. 


(By Christine Terhune Herrlck.) 


A certain bachelor housekeeper used 


to say that he felt particularly virtuous 
Trhensver Iss ordered baked beans for 
breakfast or luncheon. Although of 
Pilgrim aarentage, he was not especially 
fond of the New England dish, but he ( 
was always encouraged in its consump- 
tion by the thought of the high nutritive 
value of the food. "Eighty per cent, 
nutritive! Eighty per cent, nutritive!" 
he would say over and over to himself as 
he champed the beans. His palate might 
not be gratified, but his dietetic right- 
eousness sustained him. 


The bean advocates make a great 


blunder, however, when they include all 
sorts and conditions of beans, new or 
old, fresh or dried, in one sweeping com- 
mendation. There is a great difference 
in the arqount of nutrition in the various 
scions of the family of. legumes. The I 
most palatable among the most easily j 
digested members are probably fresh 
green peas and young and tender string 
beans, but they do not equal m nutritive 
value the fresh Lima beans. Theselast, j 
however, are almost impossible of di- | 
gestion when they have become old and j 
hardened. 


The bean, par excellence, in New Eng- 


land is the, small, white kidney bean,-* 
which forms really a staple of dipt in the 
hill farm houses, where fresh meat is 
literally far oft and hard to find. The 
farmer, his family, and "help" seem 
never to weary of boiled or baked beans, 
and the stranger views with -.vond'er the 
quantity consumed by the naiivcr 


"I never knew there \\ere so many 


beans in the world as I have seen eaten 
during the past week," sighed a city 
woman vvhojiadjjought country rest and 
found country fare in a BerKbhire farm- 
stead. 


Fortunate is it" for the people thus f«d 


that the beans are not only nutritious 
in themselves, but that \\ ith unconscious 
science the farmer's wife balances the 
nitrogenous and starchy matter in which 
the beans are rich by cooking with them 
the salt pork which supplies the neces- 
sary proportion of energy-producing fat. 


The chief disadvantage of the bean it- 


self lies in the leathery outer husk which 
und^r some circumstances is absolute- 
ly indigestible, and in the case of dried 
beans always requires not only prolonged 
boiling, but a lengthy preliminary soak- 
ing. 
The beans are, of course, much 


more readily digested when the husk is 
entirely removed, and for this reason the 
split beans are much more wholesome 
than the ordinary dried white or black 
beans. It is possible to remove the husks 
from the latter, and a recipe is given be- 
low for a dish in whifh the beans have 
been submitted to this process. The 
savory combinations for which direc- j 
tions are also given prove that it is 
possible to convert the homely vegetable ; 
—a country cousin—into a new and pleas- 
ing acquaintance whom even dwellers in 
cities may be glad to welcome to their 
tables. 


SPLIT PEAS PUDDING. 


Soak two cups of split peas over night. 


In the morning put them into a'double 
boiler with water to cover them. Slice 
one onion with them, and cook alt to- I 
gather for a, couple of hours, oc.mitil the I 
peas are soft. 
Drain, rub through a 


colander, season with pepper and salt, 
and beat in a. tablespoonful of melted 
butter and two 'Sgrs, M hipped light. Turn 
into a buttered nould, boil one hour, turn 
out and serve. The pudding is sliced and 
eaten with a vegetable. A good white 
sauce is an excellent addition t"o the dish. 


BEANS A LA LYONNAISE. 


Soak the beans over night in cold 


water to which you have added the tiniest 
pinch if common washing soda. In the 
morning put them over the fire in fresh 
cold water. Bring slowly to the boil, 
turn the water off, and putxon more, also 
cold. Cook until the beans are tender, 
but not broken. Turn into a^o.lander, 
sprinkle with a little salt and leave at 
the side of the stove to dry. Heat in a 
frying pan a large tablespoonJul of good 
dripping—that from beef or from bacon 
is best—brown in it half an onion, grat- 
ed, or minced fine, and when the fat is 
very hot, turn in the beans. Shake them 
around in the fat about two minutes, or 
until they are hot through; season with 


silt and a generous allowance of pepper, 
sprinkle over all a tablespoonful of pars* 
ley cut very fine, and serve. 


SAVORY BAKED BEANS. 


Soak and boil the beans as directed in 


the preceding recipe. Brov.n a minced, 
onion in a tablespoonful of better, and 
mix thesp with the beans, uhich you 
should previously have drained dry and 
salted. Put half the beans in the bottom 
of a baking dish 
Cover them, spread 


half a cup of stewed tomatoes, fresh or 
canned, and on this the rest of tha 
beans. Eepeat the layer of tomatoes, 
and moisten all \vith a cupful of T\ ell- 
seasoned gravy or soup-stock. Spi itcle 
the top with bread-crumbs, peeper and, 
salt, dot with bits of butter, and bake, 
covered, three-quarters of an hour. Un- 
cover and bi o>vn. 


FEICASSEED BEANS. 


Soak and boil by directions given for 


Beans a la Lyonnaise. Have ready a 
cupful of good brown gravy from roast 
beef, veal or fowl. Drain the water from 
the beans, leaving them in the pot. Pour 
over them the gravy, season with salt, 
pepper, a half-teaspoonful 
of onion 


juice and a teaspoonful of minced pars- 
ley. 
Let the beans simmer m the gravy 


30 or la minutes, and serve in a hot dish, 
with the gravy about the beans.

Mr, Root's Life and Work, 


The body of H>nry G-. Root,, a prom- 


inent Bennington citizen, whose death 
in San Diego, Cal., was reported in yes- 
terday's Transcript, will be brought to 
Bennington for burial. Mr. Boot was 
one tof Bennin^tc-n'a wealthiest and 
best known business men, and was 
known to many in a business way in 
this city. 


He was born in. Greenfield, September 


18, ISIS, but had resided in, Bennington 
since 1838. For many years he was en- 
gaged with the late Luther R. Graves, 
president of the First National bank, 
in t)ie manufacture and selling of tin- ! 
ware, the establishment being a large j 
one at die time. 


F,or a large portion of his life Mr. 


Root took an active part in political 
matters and was an uncompromising 
republican. He had held a number of 
political offices, the chief of which was 
state senator. He had held the office 
twice and had been elected to the gen- 
eral asseTibly twice. He was one of the 
first board of directors of the Lebanon 
Springs railroad and was prominent in 
getting that road built. He -rcas one 
of the incorporators of the First Na- 
tional bank, ajid was elected vice pres- 
ident after the first year of its exist- 
ence and had contnued in office to the 
time of his death. 


He took a very prominent part In the 


Bennington battle monument scheme 
and served on the board of directors. 
Mr. Root had been a director of the 
Vermont State Agricultural society, 
having been a director for 25 years and 
president of the society during the 
years 1871-2 and 1873.
